Treasury Opposes Delaying 


Tax on Americans Abroad

WASHINGTON, April 20 
(IHT).—The Carter administri- 
tion opposes ἃ one-year delay in 
tax increases for Americans liv- 
ing and working abrosd and in 
the abolition of the sick pay ex- 
clusion, the Senate Finance 
Committee was told yesterday. 

Emil Sunley. Deputy Assistant 
‘Treasury secretary for tax policy, 
said that while the administra- 
tion micht not be opposed to tax 
relief of Americans overseas, the 
Place for relief would be in the 
tax reform bill that President 
Carter plans to send to Congress 
in September. 

The official indicated that the 
opposition to the proposed delays. 
which would retroactively remove 
the new tax liabilities for sick 
pay and foreign tmecome from 
1976 income. was based mainly 
on the Treasury's belief that 
administrative chaos would occur 
if the Internal Revenue Service 
were deluged by more than a 
million amended tax returns. 
Most taxpayers have already fil- 
ed their 1976 returns. 

Asked about the possibility of 
@ presidential veto, Mr. Sunley 
strongly indicated that if the 
provisions delaying the effective 
dates of the new taxation of 
income earned abroad and on 
sick pay were the only objec- 
tions to the tax package now 
in Congress, President Carter 
would accept the bill, 

Both Ways 

However, he said that if the 
sick” pay exclusion and foreign 
income deley were In a separate 
bill they would be much easier 
to veto, There is a chance that 
the proposed delays could arrive 
at the White House both as part 
of a lerger bill and in a separate 
measure. 

The Senate Finence Committec 
has adopted, as part of the tax 
bill now on the Senate floor, a 
one-year delay in applying 
provisions of the Tax Reform Act 
of 1976 which: 

® Abolished the sick pay income 


exclusion of up to 3100 per week 
and substituted an exclusion of 
up to 55,200 per scar for retirees 
who are totally disabled. 

4« Reduced the foreign income 
exclusion to $15,000, except for 
overseas workers for U.S. 
charities. made inccme earned 
abroad in excess of the excluded 
amount taxable ot the higher 
rates that would apply if the ex- 
clusion were not made and made 
foreign income taxes paid on the 
excluded amount ineligible for use 
as credit against U.S. income 
taxes, 

A companion tax bill, already

‘Spanish General 


Fired for Report 
Of View on Reds 


MADRID, April 50 ‘UPI).— 
The government today fired an 
army general who. according to 
the newspaper Diario 16. was 
chief of the service responsible 
for distributing an unauthorized 
version of the military’s reaction 
to the legalisation of the Com- 
munist party.

Documents published yesterday 
by Diario 16 said that Gen 
Alvarez-Arenas charged the mil- 
itary secretariat with “inadmis- 
sible lack of seriousness” for 
distributing to army officers a 
document which neither he nor 
the army chief of staff had ap- 
proved.” 

The document in question said 
that the army made several “de~ 
mands” on the government. Gen, 
Alvarez-Atenas said that it “ex~ 
pressed thines that do not cor-~ 
respond to reality and have the 
danger of producing great con- 
fusion among commends.”

By 1990. the Caspian will need 
60 cubic Kilometers more water 2 
year, the Volga will need 25 and 
the sea of Azov, Into which the 
Volga flows via canal and toe 
Gon River. will need another 25— 
all told. 100 cubic Kilometers a 
Fear needed then, when the Iirst 
stage of the European diversion 
effort will be providing only an 
additional 25. 

So the Soviet Union, like most 
other countries in the world, has 
no hope of catching up to demand 
Until well into the 21st century. 
The figures also strongly suggest 
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that Siberian rivers will have to 
be tapped for Europe's needs de- 
spite Vastly greater costs, 

Western scientists are awed and 
concerned at the magnitude of 
the schemes. Some are dubious 
on engineering as well as ecologi- 
cal grounds. 

And US, ecologists have ex- 
pressed interest in joining Soviet 
selentists, under existing envi- 
ronmental cooperative programs. 
in studying potential dangers. 
The Soviet experts, however. after 
dismissing fears of global changes, 
brush off such suggestions.

Nyerere: Socialism a Long Way Off

DAR ES SALAAM. April 20 
(WP).—In a remarkably frank 
assessment of 10 years of trying 
to build socialism in Tanzania, 


President Julius Nyerere has con- 
cluded that his country is “cer- 
tainly neither socialist nor self- 


reliant” and that the goal of 
making it so “is not even in 
sight.” 


But he also asserts that Tan- 
vanla has taken “very important 
steps” toward its objective of be- 
coming ἃ socialist state and that 
the Tanzanian “national ethic” is 
already a socialist one. 

The Sl-page document, called 
“The Arusha Declaration Ten 
Years After,” is probably the most 
honest self-criticism of a govern- 
ment’s performance by an Afri- 
can leader stilt in power. It was 
written in January and has just 
recently gone on sale to the public

WASHINGTON, April 20 
COPL).—“The last thing we 
need is the President of the 
United States advocating a 
vegetarian diet for Amer- 
icans," Wray Finney, presi- 
dent of the American National 
Cattlemen's Association, told 
President Garter in a telegram 

- yesterday. 

‘Mr. Finney ased Mr. Carter 
-to add meat to the dinner he 
Plans to serve to 50 guests 
tomorrow to commemorate 
Food Day. The White House 
said that the dinner will be 
@ potluck meal, with guests 
bringing their own food. 

“The White House is in no 
Position to tell people from 
this group what to bring or 
what not to bring,” a presi- 
dential spokesman said. “It 
was thetr choice not to serve 
meat. ‘The White House is 
not advocating 3 vegetarian 
dist.” 

The buffet meal will in- 
elude black bean sow, fruit 
juice, salad, whole wheat muf- 
fins, broccoli casserole and a 
dessert of mixed fruits. 

A Food Day statement de. 
scribed the menu as “ecolo- 
Bical... since it draws its 
abundant protein from beans, 
grains and milk instead of 
meat, which is at the most 
inefficient end of the food 
chain.” 


Satellite Misses 
Orbit in Misfire 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla, 
April 20 (OPD.—An aitemps to 
lannch 2 Furopean-designed sat- 
elite to study the earth's magnet- 
ic fields failed today when its 
U.S.-made launching rocket fired 
it into an incorrect orbit, 

it was the first failure of the 
Delta rocket, which had per- 
formed flawlessly in 29 consecu- 
tive firings in the last three 
years, National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration officials 
said. The Delta is manufactured 
by McDonnel-Douglas, 

The Delta boosted the Geos 
satellite on schedule at 5:15 am 
and 25 minutes later the satellite 
went into orbit, But two hours 
after leunch, data from the sat- 
ellite indicated a malfunction. 
NASBA officials said the third 
stage of the rocket apparently 
Separated too soon from the sec- 
ond stage before it had a chance 
to fire spin rockets to boos: it 
into its proper orbit.

Playing the Chinese Card 


The Carter administration seems about 
ready to pay more attention to Peking. And 
st the right time, too. The original geo- 
political reason for Richard Nixon's outreach 
ἴο the People’s Republic of China—to put 
pressure on Moscow—remains valid. Having 
undertaken its own negotiations with the 
Kremlin, the administration has the same 
need to play the Chinese card. Thus Sec- 
retary of State Vance was hardly back from 
Moscow when he received the heads of the 
Chinese Haison office and the National 
Council for U.S.-China Trade. The Pres- 
ident’s son Chip was dispatched to Peking. 
The newly reported selection of Leonard 
Woodeock, a substantive figure, to be the 
American ambassador in Peting fits in here 
well, 

The Chinese, to be sure, would like to go 
beyond the level of gestures. They want 
Washington to make good on Mr. Nixon's 
1972 promise to normalize reletions, thai 15, 
to end formal diplomatic and defense ties 
with Taiwan, which all Chinese and ‘since 
1972) the United States regard as part of the 
“one China.” The administration, it can be 
said, is set to study how this change might 
be made. The trick Is to end the formal 
American lnk with Taiwan without dimin- 
ishing ita actual zecurlty. It will take some 
work with diplomatic mirrors to get the req- 
uisite assurances from Peking. bat & ean 
ke, and shanid be, done. 


The Chinese don't seem to be in a ereat 
hurry. Their first priority appears to be to 
keep the United States as a silent partner 
in the containment of the Soviet Union. This 
gives the administration a welcome measure 
of flexibility. It does not have to approach 
the Taiwan question under pressure. It can 
look at it in terms of adding stability to an 
already sturdy relationship. Mao Tse-tung's 
death last autumn had, understandably, 
raised the question of whether his successors 
would steer China back close to Moscow. But 
this hasn't happened, Russians and Chinese 
continue to slang each other; no warming is 
evident, Meaningful expressions of Ameri- 


can interest in moving on the Tatwan ques- . 


tion are bound to encourage the Peking fac~ 
tion that wants to consolidate ties with 
Washington. 

There is, however, a cloud on the American 
political horizon. ὙΠῸ administration is 
moving, if cautiously, on a range of issues 
that are very disturbing to the American 
right: Cuba, Vietnam, Panama and now 
apparently Peking. Taiwan still commands 
the loyalties of a substantial number of 
Americans. An even greater number, in- 
cluding ourselves, would object to diplomatic 
moves that eroded its security. So the ad- 
ministration has reason to move—but to 
move carefully. It can't afford to overload 
the domestic political circuit.

Rhodesia’s Time 


The premise of the latest British effort to 
negotiate a settlement of the racial conflict 
Ὧι Rhodesia is that the situation has 
changed since January, when the latest 
effort collapsed. It’s an understandable 
premise. True, in the battlefield, things are 
about the same: Guerrillas are inflicting 
paintul but far from crippling losses on the 
whites. who can probably hang on for some 
time.

Must we run out of gas ‘before 
figuring out how to keep going 
on the long American historic 
journey? Have we learned noth- 
iing from the past?

HOUSTON, April 20 1NFTi— 
Emphasizing human rights at 
home. the Carter admumisiration

“I cannot emphasize strongly

“That's not our style.” 

Mr. Marshall and Leonel Cas- 
tillo. who has been nominated 
to head the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. said, how- 
ever, that there would have to 
be rsore efficient efforts to cur- 
tail the growing numbers of 
aliens entering the country il- 
legally across the Mexican border. 

“In the short run, better en- 
forcement will have to be done, 
but you simply cannot seal the 
border,” Mr, Castillo said in an 
interview.

Mr. Marshall said that it was 
essential to determine whether 
illegal aliens were taking jobs 
away from U.S. citizens, thus 
causing unemplosinent, or wheth- 
er ther were doing jobs that 
U.S. workers would not take, 
and were thus promoting econan- 
ic development. Arguments for 
each assertion have become shril!, 
while, as Mr. Castillo explained, 
facts are few and immisration 
officials are too overwhelmed 
with backlogs, paper work and 
complaints to get an accurate 
picture. 

“There is certainly some dis- 


placement,” Mr. Castillo said. 
But he added that he doubted 
that mass roundups would cure 
high unemployment rates.

U.S. Plans to Sell 
18 F-4s to Greece

—Roy Jenkins, president of the 
EEC Commission, indicated after 
meeting here yesterday with Pres- 
ident Carter that U.S. proposals 
for extra measures to stimulate 
the world economy have quietly 
been laid aside.

Canada New Attraction’ 


For World Hockey Title 


VIENNA, April 20 i Reuters:— 
Canada, teacher of ice hockey wo 
the world, tomorrow returns to 
the world champiouships after a 
seven-yenr layoff. But its pu- 
pil: seem likely to prevail. 

For though this is the first 
official open championship be- 
iween th? professionals of North 
America and the European "ama- 
leurs,” the Canadian team here 
15 "second rate" and not likely 
to challenge the supremacy of 
Czechoslovakia and the Soriei 
Union, 

Still, the Canadian presence is 
the main attraction of this year’s 
event. After ruling the ice hockey 
world for decades, the amateur 
sides representing Canada found 
themselves regularly outstripped 
by the top European nations 
through the late 1950s and 1960s, 

Then seven years ago Canada 
withdrew from the world ice 
hocker scene in protest against 
being prevented from sending a 
Tepresentative professional team, 
rather than the amateurs who 
were no match for the rapidiy 
improving full-time players of 
Czechoslovakia, the Soviet Union 
and Sweden, 

These countries did not want 
to forfeit their chances of tak- 
ing part in the Olympic Games 
by playing against professionals. 
but after long negotiations with 
the Laternational Olympic Com- 
mittee. the yreen light for “open” 
championships was given and the 
world ice hockey family was re- 
united.

West Point 
Year After 
Girls Arrived 


By James Feron 


iT POINT, N.Y. (NYT).— 

The US. Military Acad- 
eny has decided to introduce 
some changes in the recruit- 
ment, testing and training of 
women after an assessment of 
their first year et the once all- 
male institution, 

Officials have discovered, for 
example, that women from the 
Deep South are poor prospects 
and that college students are 
more likely to drop out than 
«omen who recently graduated 
from high school, 

They have also learned that 
few, if any, of the female re- 
eruits had a realistic idea of 
the grueling physical and men- 
tal stress they would encounter. 
Copies of newspaper articles 
deseribing this are now being 
sent to applicants. 

Some physical tests were 
eliminated even before the first 
women arrived, and more will 
be discarded. Women will also 
be graded on a different scale. 
Running, a major element of 
the first summer of training, 
will be conducted in categories 
according to skill, to de~-empha- 
size the women’s poor perfor- 
miances. 

There will also be subile 
changes, West Point admin- 
istrators indicated, in the gen- 
eral training of plebes, or first- 
year cadets, to emphasize posi- 
tive leadership rather than re- 
buke, 

Interviews with officers and 
cadets, including some who had 
dropped out, indicate that it 
bas been a troublesome, even 
frustrating, period, but less dif- 
ficult than administrators had 
anticipated, Still unknown, they 
say, is the ultimate role of 
women in the Army, 

Of the 119 women who ac- 
cepted appointments last sum- 
mer in response to @ law open- 
ing the military academies to 
women—a2 move still resented 
by some here as a “social ges- 
ture by Congress"—39 remain. 
The women's attrition rate is 
5 per cent higher than the 
men’s, but their stories are 
vastly different. 


Those who dropped out de- 
scribed a first summer-training 
program as “beyond imagina- 
tion.” 

Laura Butenhoff of Baton 
Rouge, La., spoke of the “phys- 
ἦσαι training and ithe things 
they say to you.” 

“It's not stuff girls are used 
to," she added. 

‘Those who stayed are seeking 
counseling st twice the rate of 
men, according to Maj. Howard 
Prince 2d, but they also seem 
to be adjusting better than the 
men. “The biggest difference,” 
he said, “is that the women 
take negative evaluation more 
Personally." 

This “negative evaluation” at 
‘West Point has consisted for 
nearly 175 years of training 
techniques that often more 
into the realm of hazing, ha- 
rassment and abuse of plebes 
by upper-class men, and now 
includes the additional criticism 
of the women as 8 group by 
the men, 

‘When Katherine Goodland of 
Ames, Jowa, stepped forward es 
cadet, regimental adjutant and 
sbouted, “Report!” during a 
recent formation, the corps of 
cadets burst into laughter. 

“I knew they would, and I 
knew it wasn't me they were 
laughing at,” she said. “It was. 
because a woman was doing it 
for the first time.” 

She smiled and added: “I 
also knew I was wearing the 
bars and they weren't.” 
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᾿ Women plebes- have stared 
down the taunts of men wait- 
ing outside their rooms in the 
moming and the advances by 
upper-class men who, one said, 
“don't want women here but 
will date them.” 

But changes are taking place. 
‘Women at West Point are in 
12 of the academy's 36 com- 


Panies, and in those companies. 


men are considerably less hos- 
tile to the idea of women at 
‘West Point than they are 
throughout the corps, according 
to Maj. Prince. “The others are 
even more hostile than they 
were before the women arriv- 
ed,” he said. 

The obvious solution, one 
that will be introduced with 
Next year’s class, is to integrate 
women in all the companies. 
Other changes will be made, 
Some minor, but several with 
long-range implications. 

Col. Manley Rogers, director 
of admissions, said the acad- 
emy would be much less likely, 
in considering the 1,500 quaiifi- 
ed applicants, to accept “prior 
college applicants.” All but 2 
few of the latter had left, he 
said, possibly because they had 
more options than high school 
seniors, 

West Point will also have to 
consider the fact that women 
from the Deep South were ex- 
tremely poor risks. Only a few 
from North and South Carolina, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, 
Tennessee, Kentucky and Geor- 
gia did not drop out,
